CARTER DIES PROM THE
EFFECT8 OF WOUND l

VleUm Of Last Week's Shooting Af
fair Suocomba After Fighting Two
Days For Life Grand Jury Prompt
ly Indicts Men Responsibls For His
Murder.

Cleve Carter, the victim of the
shooting affair at the BoBton Pi-

oche mine about ten days ago died
from the effects of the Injuries re-

ceived at the Stockham hospital last
Sunday morning and William Sav
age, together with bis accomplice,
Mike Miller, will have to answer to
the district court for murder in the
first degree, the grand Jury having
found Indictments against them.

Carter's mother arrived Saturday
evening and was with her son when
the end came. Following the inquest
held under the direction of Coroner
Perkins, the remains were conveyed
to St George, Utah, for Interment;
that place being the home of the
parents of the murdered man.

In the meantime, the prisoners are
securely locked up in the Lincoln
county Jail awaiting trial. Both men
refuse to talk about the case; how-

ever. Savage has steadfastly declar-
ed to the officers that he did not
tire the fatal shots; but there are
eye witnesses enough to disprove his
statement. There are other circum-
stances connected with the csbo
which will make it extremely difficult
for Savage and Miller to show the
Jury before which they will bo
tried that they did not deliberately
plan to do away with Carter and af-

terwards carried their murderous de
signs Into execution.

The examination over
the body of Carter revealed the lo
cation of the bullet from the first
shot fired and, which Is responsible
for the ending of his career.After
entering the side the leaden ball
cut a gash in one intestine about
two inches in length and passed on
